The jury in the Search murder inquest 


convened at nine o'clock this morning. 
Tho first witness examined 
was Dr 


Henry Palmer. Dr. Palmer stated that 
he was culkd at about flve o'clock on 
Monday morning, July 19, to visit Mr. 
Search's place. He responded to thu coll, 
arriving at Mr.' Search's at eighteen min- 
ntos^beforo six o'clock. 
He found ILe 


lifeleee bodies of 
both Mr. and Mrs- 


Search as already stated in previous tes- 
timony. At tbe postmortem examination 
which the doctor conducted, the death of 
Mr. Search was found to havo resulted 
from a gun shot wound, the ball entering 
at tho base of tho braiu and severing a 
largo artery. The ball.was found lodged 
in tho upper part of tho spine, and at tbo 
juncture of the skull and spinal cord. 
Tbo condition of tho barn and stock in- 
dicated that the di-atli occurred on Sun- 
day morning. There wero no marks of 
violence on tho body of Mr. Search. A 
cloth was found near tho body, indicating 
that it ha a been used for wiping hands 
that were bloody. 


IN THE POST MOMEM EXAMINATION 


of Mrs. Search's body, it was found that 
death resulted from a pistol shot wound 
under tho right eye. 
Tbe ball passed 


through tbo brain and lodged in the skull 
at the back ot tho head. 
The body of 


Mre. Search indicated that she Lad been 
dead for some time, as did also tho con- 
dition of tho room and surroundings. 
Some of tbo milk was quite soar. 
Tho 


witness stated that he had taken milk 
from tho same cows, placed it in the 
samo position, and judged Irora the 
time that it took to become sour that the 
mnrdor must have been committed at 
least twenty-four hours before tbe bodies 
wero found. 


There were powder marks on Mrs. ' 


Search's glasses which would indicate 
that she had them on when the [shot was 
fired. Other evidence fihowiug that the 
murder was not committed on Sunday 
evening ,vae that the spectacles were 
blurred by tho marks left by flies which 
had gone from tho milk to the glasses. 
They would not have done this at night, 
and & clay must bavo elapsed between the 
mnrdor and the discovery ot the dead 
couple. 


The- two bullets Hound in the bodies of 


Mr. and [Mrs. Search and the one that 
was picked up on the lloor of tho dining 
room wore passed around for extmintL 
tion by the jury. In regard to tho third 
bullet Dr. Palmer said that

from B revolver although there were no 
distinct traces of burned powder upon it. 
It might{have been blackened by smoke 
from tho other chambers. 


Simon Gagen who was out near the 


Search place on the Sunday o" the mur- 
der was then aworu. H.3 said that for 
about half an hour during the morning 
he wae sitting on a .fence in sight ot tbo 
house watching his stock. Ho was there 
twice; once in the morning ;and once in 
the afternoon, but did not notice whether 
tne bAin door was open or not. Jle did 
not see Mr. or Mrs. Search or anyone 
else around tho place and did not hear 
any pistol shots. Ho said that usually 
-when no went up there on Sundays he 


Baw the old man .around tha place and 
sometimes Italied with him. Ho had 
hoard his boy talk of seeing John Hurst 
on Sunday and the boy had said that 


noon. He then went out to the Searob 
place with Warren. He was confused on 
some ot the happenings oC the day, and 
had difficulty in telling whore the mem- 
bers o! the family bad spent the time, 
whether with him or not. 


He was still on tho stand when tho in - 


quest aajonrned at noon. 


The jury convened at 2 o'cook, and the 


testimony of Mr. Wolhauptar was contin- 
ued. He remembered thst ha did not go 
away from homo on tKs Sunday morning 
ot the murder, unless it was to go to a 
neighbors for a pail of water. 
He did 


not know that Warren was corning home 
on Saturday evening, and all that had 
over been said|about it before was that 
the toy had once or twice declared that 
he would not stay to do the choree San- 
day oorniag, as he got nothing extra for 
it.

of entire confidence. Yet ho has carefully 
nudo such allowances for imperfections that 
tho result, as given by him, may bo accepted 
as approximately COITOC:. 


Tho birth i-atu among tbo colored people is 


higher than among tho whites of tho south, 
and more especially in the cities. In twenty- 
three counties, containing cities or large 
towns, arid having an aggrcguto population 
ot r*S,12U whites Olid 530,058 colored, tho birth 
rates per 1,000 of the living population wore, 
for tlw whites, 2S. VI ; for tho colored, Sj.08; 
but in r.Ctv-ono southern counties, containing 
only very "small towns, and Laving an aggro- 
gat* population ot 542,703 wbitcs and 0!11,33G 
colored, tho rates were, -white, 34.31 ; colored, 
3D.4li. In the cities also tho death rato is 
mtifh higher among colored than among 
•vvhito infants, just as it is higher in Now 
York among tho children of tho poor njid ot 
tho tencmons liouso districts than among tho 
children of the more prosperous and bettor 
housed. 


A curious fact regarding scr in births is 


brought out in tho report. It is that tho 
proportion of female births was larger urnong 
tho colored than the whites. For each 100,- 
000 male births thcro wero 05,409 fomolo 
births, but in tho colored population tbe pro- 
portion wns nearly 09 females to 100 males. 


Dr. Billings also makes n very suggestive. 


comparison between tho number of births in 
lUll'eront states and tho number of women be- 
tween tho ages of 15 and 40 livtag in thoso 
states. For instance, to each 1,000 females 
between these ages thero woro during tho 
census year TI.U tilths in Now Hampshire, 
&.'.'.> in Massachusotts, 83.3 In Connecticut, 
SSLT in Vermont, OS.9 in Now York, 115.1 in 
Pennsylvania, T— .4 111 Indiana, 133 in Iowa, 
HS 5 "in Louisiana, 150 in Georgia, 16T.4 in 
'IVxas, and In Utah 198.9. 
These figures 


bring into prominence the low birth rato of 
Sow England, where, but for tho fecundity 
o£ foreign immigrants, tho proportion of 
births would bo much less, for tbo rote- of in- 
crease among the native population of tho old 
stoek is startlingly smal!.-New York Sun.
